11th March, 1662.—In Mr. Pepys’ “ Diary,” under this date, 
we read—" So to Greenwich; and had a fine pleasant walk to 
Woolwich, having in our company Captain Minnes, whom I was 
much pleased to hear talk, Among other things, he and the 
captains that were with us tell me that negroes drow ned look white, 
and lose their blackness, which | never heard before.’ 

llth March, lsv2.—Zhe Morning Herald, of this date, says :— 
“On the eleventh of last month, a person sold at the Market Cross, 
in Chapel en le Frith, a wife, child, and as much furniture as would 
set up a beggar, for eleven shilling 
shal dla ae te es eS 


12th March, 1712.—On this day is recorded the last instance 
of a sovereign (Queen Anne) * touching for the evil.” “It must,” 
says butler, writing about ninety years ago, “be rather mortifying 
to our national vanity aud pride to think that our ancestors for 
seven hundred years firmly believed in the efficacy of the royal 
touch for scrofulous complainte. But while we reprobate or pity 
their miserable credulity, let us not forget that we are not without 
our failings, and those no less inexcusable and degrading. Witness 
our belief in the Fasting Woman of Tutbury, the maniac Richard 
brothers, the ‘Weird Sister,’ Johanna Southcott, and many other 
notorious quacks and impostors.” ;

18th March, 1885.—This day was observed as one of public 
mourning tor the loss of General Gordon. Special services were 
held at St. Paul's (attended by the Princess of Wales and a large 
number of the nobility), at Westminster Abbey (attended by the 
Duke of Cambridge and the principal officers of the Horse Guards 
and War Office), and at the other cathedrals and principal churches 
throughout the country. In one of the ot galleries at 
Windsor Castle, among other exquisite objects de vertu are several 
recious caskets. Thue Queen entered one day with a small book 
in her hand, and asked the keeper of those treasures which was the 
most rare and valuable of all the caskets. He showed her one 
made of pure white crystal, ornamented with gold and enamel. In 
this casket the Queen placed the small book—General Gordon's 
pocket Bible, annotated and marked by his own hand, and in this 
precious casket will remain ,this most precious relic of one of 
England's greatest heroes. 


14th March, 1864.—Sir Samuel White Baker, the African 
explorer, this day discovered Lake Albert N’Yanza, one of the 
sources of the White Nile. Sir Samuel Bakcr states, as a curious 
fact, that a negro has never been known to tame an elephant, or 
any wild animal. The elephants employed by the ancient Cartha- 
ginians and Romans were trained by Arabs or Carthaginians— 
never by negroes.

N.B.—The 
scene wherein Thyestes eats his own children to be erformed by 
the famous Mr. Psalmanazaar, lately arrived from Formosa, the 
whole supper being set to kettle-drums.”

16th March, 1633.—An ordinance by Charles I. “to reform 
the National March, corrupted by time and the negligence of the 
drummers, and to restore its ancient gravity to one constant mea- 
sure, to be observed and beaten by all English drummers,” is dated 
asabove. The drum was so called, probably from assimilation to 
its sound. It is an oriental invention, introduced by the Crusaders 
into Europe, or perhaps by the Moors into Spain. {n “ Froissart” 
mention is made of trumpets and drums, trompes et tambours, 
at Edward I1I.’s entry into Calais in 1317. The “beats” of the 
drum, used as signals in the British infantry, were composed by 
Drum- Major Potter, of the Coldstream Guards. 

16th March, 1883—At the sale of the chattels of the late Lord 
Eldin at Edinburgh, the drawing-room, in which the bidders had 
assembled to the number of two hundred, fell in. Mr. Smith, a 
banker, was killed, and many other Bneiiye seriously injured. 

16th March, 1800.—The Royal Charlotte, a man-o'-war of 100 
guns, was this day burnt by accident at Leghorn, and only 150 of 
the crew were saved. = : 

16th March, 1792.—Gustavus IIT., King of Sweden, was this day 
shot by Count Ankerstroem at a masquerade. 


17th March, 1843.—On this day Freeman, the American 
giant, appeared on the stage of the Olympic Theatre, in conjunction 
with a dwarf named Signor Hervio Nano, in a piece written espe- 
cially for them. and entitled, Zhe Soy uf the Desert and the Demon 
Changeling. His skeleton, measuritg 6 ft. 9 in. in height, is now 
in the Museum of the Royal College of Surgeons in Lincoln’s Inn 
Fields, standing by the side of Byrne’s skeleton, to the shoulder of 
which the top of the head of the former just reaches. In 1853 
Freeman served at the bar of the “Lion and Ball,” No. 63 Red 
Lion Street, Holborn. One of his handbills poetically invited the 
public to visit him.
